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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature as recited 
in claim 8; the feature as recited in second paragraph of claim 15 and the features as 
recited in claims 16-17 (Applicant is requested to particularly point out each of these 
objected features to be read on the corresponding elements in Fig. 9 of the present 
invention); the feature as recited in claim 13 (Fig. 10 of the present invention does not 
show this feature); the features as recited in claims 6-8 and 14 (Fig. 1 1 of the present 
invention does not show these features) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 , 7, 9 and 15 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 , the connective relationship of the driver MOSFET, the transfer MOSFET 

and the load devices is not defined (lines 1-2); no antecedent basis for "the lines" (lines 
6-7) and "said MOSFETs" (last line). 

Claim 7, "said memory cell array" (line 2) is already recited in claim 1 . 

Claim 9 , the connective relationship of the driver MOSFET, the transfer 
MOSFET and the load devices is not defined (lines 4-5); no antecedent basis for "said 
MOSFETs" (last line). 

Claim 15 , the connective relationship of the driver MOSFET, the transfer 
MOSFET and the load devices is not defined (lines 1-2); no antecedent basis for "said 
MOSFETs" (last line). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The semiconductor memory device comprising: a memory cell array of static type 
memory cells comprised of driver MOSFET, transfer MOSFET and load devices, a 
switch, a source potential control circuit including at least first and second elements 
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connected in parallel to each other wherein the first element having a resistance less 
than a resistance of the second element and predetermined according to a value of Vth 
of the MOSFETs as recited in claims 1-17 has not been found in the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
